MADRID ^AP) — Secretary 
of State William P. Rogers was 
flying to Madrid today to dis­ 
cuss keeping U.S. bases in Spain 
open and to report on the NATO 
meeting that ended Wednesday 
hi Rome. 


Rogers was expected to help 
along the negotiations for a new 
bases agreement, but he was 
not expected to reach a formal 
understanding with Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco’s government dur­ 
ing his overnight stay. 


The agreement under which 
the United States operates a na­ 
val base and three air bases in 
Spain expires Sept. 26, and talks 
on a new agreement have been 
going on for some time.

United States and Spain are 
thinking in terms of a new five- 
year agreement under 
which 
Spain would receive military, 
educational and scientific assist­ 
ance in return for allowing the 
bases to remain open. 


Spain was said to be seeking

and educational expansion. In­ 
formants declined to guess at 
the cost of the package, but un 
c o n f i r m e d estimates have 
ranged from $200 million to S300 
million for the five years.

If an individual could file suit 
on behalf of thousands, propo­ 
nents add, the judgment would 
be large enough to make mer­ 
chants chary of attempting to 
deceive the public.

This makes no 
logical sense, for if thei*e is to 
be • market for U. S. goods in 
the future, as our industrialists 
obviously believe, people ought 
to be buying stock in ttie in­ 
dustrialists* companies. 


If the men making the de- 
cLsions to expand their opera­ 
tions are likely to have second 
thoughts, it is 
not 
apparent 
from recent surveys. The latest 
roundup, by Pierre Rinfret of 
the Rinfret-Boston Associates, 
shows that “American industry 
is planning a dramatic increase 
in long-term external financ­ 
ing during 1970.” Says Dr. Rin- 
iret, “This means long-term 
interest 
rates 
ain’t 
coming 
down and may go higher.” 


It’s really wild. President 
Nixon’s advisers keep hoping 
the economy will cool, and they 
have had some small effect in 
reducing overtime work and ev­ 
en in reducing employment. 
However, prices don’t rc.spond. 
Noi’ will they respond if capi­ 
tal investment persists in being 
a prime expansionary force in 
the economy.

Money spent on capital plant 
becomes consumer purchasing 
power when the machine tool 
workers, the construction work­ 
ers, the teamsters, the miner.s, 
and all the other i>eople en­ 
gaged in the processes tliat re­ 
sult in putting up new build­ 
in g and installing new equip­ 
ment, take their eaniings to the 
grocery store. The Marxists and 
the classical economists have al­ 
ways agreed to the “double- 
action” results of capital in­ 
vestment. When you 
have it, 
you can’t dodge prosperity. Or 
high prices. 


Rinfret’s survey results show 
that “the utility and communi­ 
cations sector, which provided 
the most complete figures, re- 


ported the largest planned in- 
their faith in Nixon’s Cambor 


crease.” Expenditures by these 
industries, so Rinfret says, “are 
programmed to rise by 18 per 
cent and long-term 
extemal 
financing by an extraordinary 
79 per cent. The manufacturing 
and other industries collective­ 
ly plan an increase in capital 
spending of 8 per cent and a 
rise in long-term external fi­ 
nancing of 42 per cent.” 


How are the boys going to get 
the money to build and expand? 
Tlie bond market, as Dr. Rin- 
fi'et says, is already “overload­ 
ed and demoralized.” 
Stocks 
aren’t selling well. There must 
be some mystical faith involved 
in the industrialists’ intentions 
to spend eight billion more dol­ 
lars this year on 
investment 
than they did 
in 
1969. 
But 
somehow they always manage 
to get the money.

Further, there must be some­ 
thing contagious about the opti­ 
mism engendei^ by the act of 
construction. The capitalists en­ 
gaged in expansion are betting 
on the future of the country. So 
ai-e the construction workers, 
who turned out a demonstration 
force of 150,000 in New York 
City the other day to affirm 


dian policy. 


Mr. Nixon can’t hope for vei*y 
much by way of deflation if the 
capitalists 
keep 
insisting on 
flushing the economy by their 
constmction outlays. But the 
patriotic gestures of the con­ 
struction workers should enable 
the President to swallow his 
disappointment on the economic 
front. In the long run the only 
real hope for a balanced bud­ 
get — and falling prices — re­ 
sides in a decrease of military 
expenditures. Nixon is pushing 
his activities up in Southeast 
Asia in order to bring our par­ 
ticipation in the war to an 
earlier close. The constmction 
workers have given him some 
reassurance that the college 
generation, which is not old 
enough to have experienced the

Eventually we’ll manage to 
conclude our front-line partici­ 
pation in the Vietnamese War 
with honor.

The secret of good diunmy 
play lies in analyzing how the 
defenders’ cards are likely to 
be divided and putting this 
knowledge to effective use. Tht 
clues that furnish declarer with 
a sketch of the opposing cards 
ordinarily come from the bid­ 
ding, the play, or both. 


Take this deal where de­ 
clarer failed to appreciate the 
significance of the many clues 
available to him. The hand was 
played in the South Africa- 
Ireland match during the 1960 
World Olympiad. 


The South African declarer 
got to four hearts and West led 
the queen of clubs. South won 
with the ace, cashed the ace of 
trumps, ffelling the king, led a 
diamond and boldly finessed 
the queen. 


The 
finesse 
succeeding, 
South discarded a club on the 
ace of diamonds and led a 
spade to the king, losing to the 
ace. Declarer later lost two 
more spade tricks and ruffed 
liis fourth spade in dummy, 
but since he also had to lose a 
trump trick he finished down 
one — 200 points. 


Certainly South’s early plays 
were right. The diamond fi­ 
nesse, though dangerous, was 
clearly indicated, but after it 
succeeded South should have 
assessed 
his 
prospects 
more 
accurately and made the con­ 
tract. 


Declarer erred grievously at 
trick five when he played a 
spade to the king. The spade 
lead was certainly all right, but 
playing the king was aU wrong.

The stock market falls, yet 
our industrialists go on bor­ 
rowing money to build new 
capital plant. This makes no 
logical sense, for if there is to 
be a market for U. S. goods in 
the future, as our industrialists 
obviously believe, people ought 
to be buying stock in the in­ 
dustrialists’ companies. 
lf the men making the de­ 
cisions to expand their opera­ 
tions are likely to have second 
thoughts, it is 
not 
apparent 
from recent surveys. The latest 
roundup, by Pierre Rinfret of 
the Rinfret-Boston Associates, 
shows that “American industry 
is planning a dramatic increase 
iii long-term external financ­ 
ing during 1970.” Says Dr. Rin­ 
fret, “This means long-term 
interest 
rates 
ain’t 
coming 
down and may go higher.’’ 
It’s really wild. President 
Nixon's advisers keep hoping 
the economy will cool, and they 
have had some small effect in 
reducing overtime work and ev­ 
en 
in 
reducing employment. 
However, prices don’t respond. 
Nor will they respond if capi­ 
tal investment persists in being 
a prime expansionary force in 
the economy.

Money spent on capital plant 
becomes consumer purchasing 
power when the machine tool 
workers, the construction work­ 
ers, the teamsters, the miners, 
and all the other people en­ 
gaged in the processes that re­ 
sult in putting up new build­ 
ings and installing new equip­ 
ment, take their earnings to the 
grocery store. The Marxists and 
the classical economists have al­ 
ways agreed to the “double­ 
action” results of capital in­ 
vestment. When you 
have 
it, 
you can't dodge prosperity. Or 
high prices. 
Rinfret’s survey results show 
that “the utility and communi­ 
cations sector, which provided 
the most complete figures, re­ 


ported the largest planned In­ 
crease.” Expenditures by these 
industries, so Rinfret says, “are 
programmed to rise by 18 per 
cent and long-term 
external 
financing by an extraordinary 
79 per cent. The manufacturing 
and other industries collective­ 
ly plan an increase in capital 
spending of 8 per cent and a 
rise in long-term external fi­ 
nancing of 42 per cent.” 
How aix* the boys going to get 
the money to build and expand? 
The bond market, as Dr. Rin­ 
fret says, is already “overload­ 
ed and demoralized.” 
Stocks 
aren’t selling well. There must 
be some mystical faith involved 
in the industrialists’ intentions 
to spend eight billion more dol­ 
lars this year 
on 
investment 
than they did 
in 
1969. 
But 
.somehow they always manage 
to get the money.

Further, there must he some­ 
thing contagious about the opti­ 
mism engendered by the act of 
construction. The capitalists en­ 
gaged in expansion are betting 
on tile future of Hie country. So 
are the construction workers, 
who turned out a demonstration 
force of 150,000 in New York 
City the other day to affirm 


their faith in Nixon’s Cambo­ 
dian policy. 
Mr. Nixon can’t hope for very 
much by way of deflation if the 
capitalists 
keep 
insisting on 
flushing the economy by their 
construction outlays. But the 
patriotic gestures of the con­ 
struction workers should enable 
the President to swallow his 
disappointment on the economic 
front. In the long run the only 
real hope for a balanced bud­ 
get — and falling prices — re­ 
sides in a decrease of military 
expenditures. Nixon is pushing 
his activities up in Southeast 
Asia in order to bring our par­ 
ticipation in the war to an 
earlier close. The construction 
workers have given him some 
reassurance 
that 
the 
college 
generation, which is not old 
enough to have experienced the 
satisfaction 
of 
building any­ 
thing. does not speak for the 
country. 
Eventually we’ll manage to 
conclude our front-line partici­ 
pation in the Vietnamese War 
with honor. Then, with the new 
capital 
plant 
turning out 
a 
plethora of goods, we’ll be in 
a position to solve those prob­ 
lems of inflation that now seem 
so intractable.

The secret of good dummy 
play lies in analyzing how the 
defenders’ cards are likely to 
be divided and putting this 
knowledge to effective use. The 
clues that furnish declarer with 
a sketch of the opposing cards 
ordinarily come from the bid­ 
ding, the play, or both. 
Take this deal 
where de­ 
clarer failed to appreciate the 
significance of the many clues 
available to him. The hand was 
played in the South Africa- 
Ireland match during the 1960 
World Olympiad. 
The South African declarer 
got to four hearts and West led 
the queen of clubs. South won 
with the ace, cashed the ace of 
trumps, ffelling the king, led a 
diamond and boldly finessed 
the queen. 
The 
finesse 
succeeding, 
South discarded a club on the 
ace of diamonds and led a 
spade to the king, losing to the 
ace. Declarer later lost two 
more spade tricks and ruffed 
Ins fourth spade in dummy, 
but since he also had to lose a 
trump truck he finished down 
one — 200 points. 
Certainly South’s early plays 
were right. The diamond fi­ 
nesse, though dangerous, was 
clearly indicated, but after it 
succeeded South should have 
assessed

Declarer erred grievously at 
trick five when he played a 
spade to the king.

Parochiaid, another plank in 
Milliken’s reform platform, has 
been passed in both chambers, 
but remains hung up in a House- 
Senate hassle over the amount 
of the 1970-71 state school aid 
bill.

Senate 
Education Chairman 
Anthony Stanim, R-Kalamazoo, 
said the assessment bill would 
“set up a program of testing 
and a serging so the Legislature 
might know from year to year 
how effective the education pro­ 
gram is.” 
As approved by the Senate, 
testing would involve “current 
basic skills,” such as reading 
and rn althein a ti cs, of fourth and 
seventh graiders. 
The State Education D epart­

noted the assessment bill would 
set up a regular annual testing 
nlam, whereas last year’s tests 
marked a “ one-time shot.” 
In addition, the bill provides 
for a vocational education dem­ 
onstration program, and asks 
the Education Department to 
recommend a vocational assess­ 
ment, counseling and evalua­ 
tion program by Dec. 31, 1972. 
The neighborhood centers bill, 
ran into some opix>sition from 
lawmakers who asked “what do 
we need another adult education 
program for?” 
Neighborhood Plan

neighborhood plan would allow 
people who might not be able 
to attend classes too far from 
their homes to “go three blocks 
away” and learn a basric skill. 
Under the bill, the governor 
would appoint foul* persons to a 
State Neighborhood Education 
Authority.

State Winner 
In Proposed 
Betting Bill 


LANSING (AP)—^Michigan of­ 
fice workers someday may be 
able to take a noontime flyer on 
a horse race by simply ducking 
into a nearby skyscraper while 
on their way to lunch. 


But the $2 bettor, unsung 
mainstay of many tracks, would 
find himself paying well for the 
convenience of off-track betting. 


His profit on a $2 show ticket 
could be as little as a dime, 
and he would pay a quarter to 
place it, then another 25 cents to 
collect, under a bill the House 
passed by a 58-47 vote and sent 
to the Senate Wednesday. 


T^e int>posal might raise an 
estimated $38 million in govern­ 
ment revenue, according to Hep. 
George Montgomery, the Detroit 
Democrat who sponsors the bill 
and steered it through a care­ 
fully staged and precisely ma­ 
neuvered vote Wednesday.

Hie amendment duplicates re­ 
strictions on taverns and liquor 
stores. 


Operators of the betting shops 
would not be allowed to make 
book—offer their own odds line 
on races — but simply accept 
bets placed according to odds 
relay ^ from the track.

Exchange were also higher. The 
Amex price change index at 
noon was 0.27 to 20.23, and ad­ 
vances led declines by 4 to 1. 


Stocks were up in all categor­ 
ies. 


At noon the Associated Press 
60-stock index was up 4.1 to 
235.7, with industi'ials up 6.5, 
rails up 2.1, and utilities up 1.5.

A separate letter added the 
following: 


“Our budget shows you have 
$17.50 per month excess or 
$105 for six months. There­ 
fore, beginning 
5-1-70, 
you 
must pay the first $105 drug 
and/or doctors charges in this 
six month period.” 


“This is absolutely incied- 
ible to me.” Varnum said “Is 
this how we save old people 
from the ravages of inflation? 
Do we cut back their assistance 
in other ai-eas, such as medical 
assistance of all things? Do we 
make them end up with less aid 
than they had befcnre what was 
supposed to be an increase? I 
say we do not. The social se­ 
curity inciease was intended to 
aid elderly i^ersons fend off 
inflationary pressures, nothing 
more. I believe we should as­ 
sure that the spirit of the soc­ 
ial security increase is carried 
out by preventing any reduc­ 
tion in benefits because of it. 
That’s what my amendment 
will accomplish.” 


The Varnum senior citizen 
amendment was pending before 
the House a.s it prepared for 
final debate on the .social ser­ 
vices bill (HB 4076).

Memorial Day had its origin in the Civil 
War, historians agree. The p ractice of decorat­ 
ing the graves of the war dead began in the 
Sou th, when flowers were p laced in Confederate 
cemeteries. 
The story has become a familiar one. 
The cu stom brou ght the name “Decoration Day“ 
followed in later years by ^Memorial Day as more 
and more states of the Union that su rvived the 
great conflict adop ted the day officially. 
A festival and a holiday? Memorial Day is 
so listed in many p u blications and its observance 
(if su ch it may be called) is written into labor 
contracts as one of the legal holidays. On that 
day, or tlie day before or the day after, Amer­ 
icans will not labor, bu t will observe IViemorial 
Day. 
To honor the dead who gave their lives for 
their cou ntry is resp ectfu l and p atriotic, with­ 
ou t qu estion. 
Also l>eyond qu estion is the need to make 
Memorial Day a tru ly “memorable day’^ when 
we think long and deep ly on those asp ects of 
p ati-iotic endeavor that may bring endu ring 
p eace.

The stock m arket falls, yet 
mir indu striali.sts go on bor­ 
rowing moticy to bu ild new 
cap ital p lant. This makes no 
logical sense, for if there is to 
be a m arket for U. S. goods in 
the fu tu re, as ou r indu strialists 
obviou sly believe, p eop le ou ght 
to be bu ying stock in the in­ 
du strialists’ comp anies. 
If the men making the de­ 
cisions to exp and their op era­ 
tions are likely to have second 
thou ghts, it is 
not 
ap p arent 
fi’om I'ecent su rveys. The latest 
rou ndu p , by Pierre Rinlret of 
the Rinfret-Boston Associates, 
shows that “American indu stry 
is p lanning a dram atic increase 
in long-term external financ­ 
ing du ring 1970.“ Says Dr. Rin- 
fret, “This means 
long-term 
interest 
rates 
ain't 
coming 
down and may go higher.” 
It’s really wild. President 
Nixon’s advisers keep hop ing 
the economy will cool, and they 
have had .some small effect in 
redu cing overtime work and ev­ 
en in redu cing 
emp loyment. 
However, p rices don't rc.sp ond. 
Nor will they resp ond if cap i­ 
tal investment p er.sists in being 
a p rime exp ansionary force in 
the economy.

Mo ney spent o n cap ital p lant

grocery store. The Marxists and 
the classical economists have al­ 
ways agreed to the “dou ble- 
action” resu lts of cap ital in­ 
vestment.

you can’t dodge p rosp erity. Or 
high p rices. 
Rinfnet’s su rvey resu lts show 
that “the u tility and commu ni­ 
cations sector, which p rovided 
the most comp lete figu res, re- 


p orted the largest p lanned in­ 
crease.” Exp enditu res by these 
indu stries, so Rinfret says, “are 
p rogj'ammed to rise by 18 p er 
cent and long-term 
external 
financing by an extraordinary 
79 p er cent. The manu factu ring 
and other indu stries collective­ 
ly p lan an increase in cap ital 
sp ending of 8 p er cent and a 
rise in long-term external fi­ 
nancing of 42 p er cent.’’ 
How are the boys going to get 
the money to bu ild and exp and? 
The bond market, as Dr. Rin­ 
fret says, is alread y “overload­ 
ed and demoralized.” 
Stocks 
aren’t selling well. There mu st 
be some mystical faith involved 
in the indu strialists’ intentions 
to sp end eight billion more dol­ 
lars this year 
on 
investment 
than they did 
in 
1969. 
Bu t 
somehow they always manage 
to get the money.

Further, there must be some­ 
thing contagiou s abou t the op ti­ 
mism engendered by the act of 
constru ction. The cap itali.sts en­ 
gaged in exp ansion are betting 
on the fu tu re of the cou ntry. So 
are the constru ction workers, 
who tu rned ou t a demonstration 
force of 150,000 in New York 
City the other day to affirm 


their faith in Nixon’s Cambo­ 
dian p olicy. 
Mr. Nixon can’t hop e for very 
mu ch by way of deflation if the 
cap italists 
keep 
insisting on 
flu shing the economy by their 
constru ction ou tlays. Bu t the 
p atriotic gestu res of the con­ 
stru ction workers shou ld enable 
the President to swallow his 
disap p ointment on the economic 
front. In the long ru n the only 
real hop e for a balanc-ed bu d­ 
get — and falling p rices — re­ 
sides in a decrease of military 
exp enditu res. Nixon is p u shing 
his activities u p in Sou theast 
Asia in order to bring ou r p ar­ 
ticip ation in the war to an 
earlier close. The constru ction 
workers have given him some 
reassu rance 
that 
the college 
generation, which is not old 
enou gh to have exp erienced the 
satisfaction 
of 
bu ilding any­ 
thing, does not .sp eak for the 
cou ntry. 
Eventu ally we’ll manage to 
conclu de ou r front-line p artici­ 
p ation in the Vietnamese War 
with honor. Then, with the new 
cap ital 
p lant 
tu rning ou t a 
p lethora of goods, we’ll be in 
a p osition to solve those p rob­ 
lems of inflation that now seem 
.so iniraci;able.

The secret of good du mmy 
p lay lies in analyzing how the 
defenders’ cards are likely to 
be divided and p u tting this 
knowledge to effective u se. The 
clu es that fu rnish declarer with 
a sketch of the op p osing cards 
ordinarily come from the bid­ 
ding, the p lay, or both. 
Take this deal where de­ 
clarer failed to ap p reciate the 
significance of the many clu es 
available to him. The hand was 
p layed in the Sou th Africa- 
Ireland match du ring the 1960 
World Olymp iad. 
The Sou th African declarer 
got to fou r hearts and West led 
the qu een of clu bs. Sou th won 
with the ace, cashed the ace of 
tru mp s, ff el ling the king, led a 
diamond and boldly finessed 
the qu een. 
The 
finesse 
su cceeding, 
Sou th discarded a clu b on the 
ace of diamonds and led a 
sp ade to the king, losing to the 
ace. Declarer later lost two 
more sp ade tricks and ru ffed 
lu s fou rtli sp ade in du mmy, 
bu t since he also had to lose a 
tru mp trick he finished down 
one — 200 p oints. 
Certainly Sou th’s early p lays 
were right. The diamond fi­ 
nesse, thou gh dangerou s, was 
clearly indicated, bu t after it 
su cceeded Sou th shou ld have 
assessed

more 
accu rately and made the con­ 
tract. 
Declarer erred grievou sly at 
trick five when he p layed a 
sp ade to the king. The sp ade 
lead was certainly all right, bu t 
p laying the king was all wrong. 
Sou th shou ld have known that 
West had to have the sp ade 
ace 
for his takeou t dou ble, 
since East had already p rodu c­ 
ed the king of hearts and (by 
inference) the king of clu bs.

LANSING (AP)—Michigan of­ 
fice workers someday may be 
able to take a noontime fly er on 
a horse race by simply du cking 
into a nearby sky scraper while 
cx n their way to lu nch. 
Bu t the

bettor, 
u nsu ng 
mainstay of many tracks, wou ld 
find himself pay ing well for the 
conv enience of off-track betting. 
His profit on a $2 show ticket 
cou ld be as little as a dime, 
and he wou ld pay a q u arter to 
place it, then another 25 cents to 
collect, u nder a bill the Hou se 
passed by a 58-47 v ote and sent 
to the Senate Wednesday . 
The proposal might raise an 
estimated $38 million in gov ern­ 
ment rev enu e, according to Rep. 
George Montgomery , the Deti'oit 
Democrat who sponsors the bill 
and steered it throu gh a care­ 
fu lly staged and precisely m a­ 
neu v ered v ote Wednesday . 
Montgomery ’s 
bill, 
defeated 
once before by fou r v otes and 
headed that way on an earlier, 
third 
attempt, 
proposes 
to 
amend Michigan’s 1959 racing 
law to allow the state racing 
commissioner to approv e off­ 
track wagering shops or agents 
in commu nities where they are 
not barred by local ordinance 
and are specifically req u ested. 
One parlor wou ld be allowed 
for the first 15,99 9 popu lation, 
with more for each additional 
50,000 residents of an area. 
Betting wou ld be prohibited by 
a specific ordinance if a com­ 
mu nity might wish to bar it. In 
addition, an amendment added 
by Rep. Jack Fax on, D-Detroit, 
who once v oted against it, wou ld 
bar betting parlou rs within 500 
feet of any chu rch or school.

Operators of the betting shops 
wou ld not be allowed to make 
book—offer their own odds line 
on races — bu t simply accept 
bets placed according to odds 
relay ed from the track.
